What They Think Should Be Done for 
Patrons of Street-Car Lines. . 

The committee appointed by R. C. rages 
President of the Taxpayers’ Association, to 
take action with the Taxpayers’ Association 
regarding better facilities for intramural 
transportation met at the office of S. S&S.

A San Francisco Man Translates 
‘ Bloody Brotherhood'’s Manual 
Saw Francisco, Cal., Dec. 15.—[ Special. |— 
In the Californian, an illustrated magazine 
which appears tomorrow, the Rev. Dr. 
Masters, Superintendent of Methodist Mis- 
sions in San Francisco, has an elaborate 
article on the Uhinese highbinders. In it he 
gives the first translation ever made of a 
manual recently found by the police in local 
highbinder headquarters. This manual gives 
a history of the Triad Society and the Kalao- 
Hui, with instructions for initiating neo- 
phytes, passwords, secret signs, and punish- 
ment of those who disobey orders of the 
society. The Triad iety is vowed never to 
rest till the hated Manchu dynasty is over- 
thrown in China. In this country thesociety is 
known as the Chee-Kung-Tong and has 
branches in every large American city. One 
of the most striking teatures of initiation is 
this: The neophyte bows before the Grand 
Master, subscribes to the regulations, and re- 
ceives a cup of wine, into which has been put 
one drop of blood from the finger of each 
candidate. The drinking of this wine by all 
present admits the new menfbers to blood re- 
lationship. * Henceforth the novice renounces 
all allegiance to the Emperor. The society 
has a claim On him before his parents. 
This is what makes the society hated 
in China, where filiat piety is the 
first and most sacred of duties. The 
neophyte takes.a terrible oath never to reveal 
any society secrets. The symbolism is elab- 
orate, and by means of the great variety of 
signs highbinders may hoid communication 
in the presence of strungers. It is the use of 
these passwords which has spread the notion 
in this country that the Chee-Kung-Tong is a 
apecies of Freemasonry. This notion has 
been of great advantage to the Chee-Kungs, as 
it gave them respectability which they don’t 
deserve. 

Mr. Masters quotes the full text of a high bind- 
er death order found in Victoria, which gave 
a mem ber of theChee- Kung-Tongs full instruc- 
tions for slaying an offender.

Field Appears in Court and Gives Bail,

Indicted by the Grand Jury. 

What made the friends of Field hunt harder 
for bai) was the fact that while they chased 
about the streets and office buildings down- 
town the grand jury was listening to the evi- 
dence of witnesses who had been called 
to tell they knew of the trans-

company, the miéappropriation of which 
formed the basis for the District-Attorney’s 
action.

The warrant 
was issued against all of the members of the 
firm, but so far as known no attempt has been 
made to arrest any member of the firm ex- 
cept Mr. Field.

Field accepted the service of the warrant 
quietly and the party got on boarda Third 
avenue car.

The Warden was asked by the lawyers to keep 
a constant watch upon Mr. Field as a matter 
of precaution. The lawyers notified the War- 
den that they would make no effort to get bail 
tonight.

FIVE MEN HOLD UPA A DRIVER AND 


SECURE RICH PLUNDER, 
Under a Threat of Having ‘wits Brains 


Surrender Two Registered Letter Pouch- 
es on Mather Street—The Wagon on Its 
Way from the Stock-Yards Stations—A 
Boy Finds the Kifled Matter—No One 
Arrested, 

A United States mail wagon’ filled with reg- 


istered and other matter was stopped by five 


men and robbed of ite contents at 7 o’clock 


| last evening. 


The robbery occurred on Mather street, be- 
tween Deésplaines and Halsted streets, and was 
so quickly and quietly done that before 
the affair was : to the 
postoffice _ officials and. the police 
the robbers had over two hours’ start, This 
they made good and the efforts of the entire 
city police force failed after a six hours’ 
search todo more than unearth in a manure 
bex on the North Side, three miles from the 
sceneiot the robbery, the cut mail pouches 

and their rifled contents. 

“The wagon was on the way to,the main Post- 
office with mail from the Stoéek-Yards and 
Southwest stations. It was in the charge of 
John Creighton, an experienced driver’ who, 
after collecting his valuable load, drove down 
Blue Island avenue to Halsted street, and then 
turned east on Mather stiéet: ~ 

He was half way to Desplaines street when 
five men sprang from the sidewalk. _ One 
seized the horses by the reins while the others 
covered Creighton with revolvers and com- 
manded him to keep quiet. The team 
was then led to the alley . extend- 
ing north from Mather street and 
there, while one of the men covered Creigh- 
ton with a revolver, the others forced open the 
door of the wagon and hastily selecting the 
registered pouches from the others made off 
through the alley. Creighton’s guard kept 
the captive covered for five minaton,-apd then 
left him. 

The frightened driver whipped up his horses 
and drove as rapidly as possible to the main 
Postoffice, where he reported the affair. An 
inventory was then made of the contents of 
the wagon and it was found that the two reg- 
istered mailpouches fromthe Stock-Yards 
station at Forty-third and Halsted streets 
and the Southwest Station, No. 548 Blue Island 
avenue, were missing.

The police on arriving at the barn 
found five registered mail pouches, which had 
‘evidently been inclosed in the two larger bags 
stolen from the wagon. Beside the bags were 
numerous letters which had been rifled of 
their contents. Ali the stolen matter was 
taken to the station.

give no note definite description and knew 
nothing of the appearance of the others. 

About a year ago one maileag mysteriously 
disappeared from the wagon on. the same 
route, but it was never definitely known 
whether‘it was lost or stolen. The bag was 
found cut open and minus its contents be- 
neath a sidewalk on Milwaukee avenue. 

As nearly ascan be estimated the robbers 
secured $6,000 in currency and $200,000 worth 
ofmon-negotiable paper sent by the Drovers’ 
and the Stock Exchange National Banks.

Since the attempted robbery 
of the bank here we have sent the collections 
down-town every night, and it was an easy 
matter for some of the desperate characters 
Uf the district to have learned of the change.” 

Mr. Ketcham adtitted that his day’s collec. 
tions were probably $2,500. 

Creighton is said to be a careful driver, who 
had traveled the route for six montha. 

Driver John Creighton lives at No, 52 Sher- 
man street, just south of Van Buren street. 
He told the: following story of the robbery: 
‘*T had been to the Stock-Yards Sta- 
tion and had received two _ letter 
pouches there and had driven to the 
Southwest Station at Fourteenth street 
and Blue Island avenue, where IT another 
letter pouch. Because of a jam at the Chica- 
go and Alton crossing I was late and drove 
fast down Blue Island avenue and crossed to 
Halsted street, intending to drive north to 
Van Buren street. There was another jam, 
however, and I turned east on Mather street. 

Held Up in Jesse James Style. 

‘*‘Ag I got opposite the alley I saw several men 
running out into the street, but paid no atten- 
tion to them until one of them grabbed the 
horse’s head. Two men jumped up on 
the seat, one on each side of me, 
and put revolvers to .- my head. 
They threatened to blow -my brains 
out if I said a word and the man at the horse’s 
head led the horse into the alley. 
} they demanded the bag with the Stock-Yards 
registered mail, but I said there was none. 
They threw out three bags and one 
of the men cut them open with a 
pocketknife, and in the third one they found 
the two registers. As soon as they found the 
registered mailtwoof the men ran through 
a vacant lot, and the two who had 
been on the seat ran after them, followed 
by the one at the horse’s head. As soon as 
they were out of sight I pulled up the lines, 
but I found that one had been cut. As soon 
as it could be mended I drove direct to the 
Postoffice. 

‘Tt was so dark that I could not get a good 
view of the men, but one of themrh was quite 
stout, wore a short coat, and had a heavy 
black mustache.”

The etrike was declared and Hocking Valley 
operators came in and cut us out. . They 
won't takes pound of our coal now. Our 
Terre Haute customers have about all left us. 
One car a day is all they will take. By work- 
ing our men two days a week we can supply 
all the trade we'can drum up. And Iam con- 
fident it would beso with other operators 
should they see fit to givein. I have twenty 
carsof coal on the switch now thhkt I can’t 
dis of, Imust shut down. I believe our 
trade for this season is ruined.’’ 

. McClelland, Superintendent of the 
Brazil Block Coal company, whien asked his 
opinion concerning the situation, said that he 

ieved the trade for this season to be crippled 
beyond recovery. 

“Of course,” he continued, ‘We could get 
back some of our customers by making a 
severe cut in prices, but it would be a bitter 
fight. We have been completely shut out of 
the market for six weeks, and the Hecking 
Mone 4 people were not slow to improve their 
long-looked-for yt cee geage 4 to get a firm hold 
on the Chicago market. They are in there 
now, and it will take an awful lot of squeezing 
to get them out. I doubt if we could give the 
men more than two or three days’ work a week 
should they ide to return to work today. 
We.could not dispose of the coal, so what use 
would it be for us te pay to have it dug? But 
they have brought it on themselves, and have 
no one but themselves to blame.’’

Mullen made an ante- 
mortem statement, part of which was admuit- 
ted in evidence, in which he said that Tracy 
shot him without cause,

It provides that the 
Legislatire shall appropriate $500,000 to aid 
the State in making ite display, and that the 
Governor shall appoint a committee of twelve, 
representing the commercial and agricultural 
interests of the State, to control the use of 
the fund. Though there can be little doubt that 
the Legislature will pass a bill having so strong 
a backing, the merchants will take no 
chances, bat will send a strong and influential 
delegation to Albany to look after it and se 
cure its prompt passage. This movement will 
be expedited still further by the dinner that 
will be given Monday evening next at Delmon- 
ico’s, at which Chicago’s adopted son, the 
Hon. Chauncey M. Depew, will preside. It 
will bea gathering without partisan color. 
Republicans and Democrats alike will sit 
down together under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Commissioners to the Fair appointed 
from the State. of New York ‘‘to consider New 
York’s interest and duty in connection with 
the great World’s Fair.” Prominent politi- 
cians, capitalists, merchants, professional 
men, managers of corporations, and scientific 
men from the city and State will be there. 
The responses to the invitation from New- 
Yorkers are unreserved in favorable expres- 
sion. Grover Cleveland, who will hobnob 
with Vice-President Morton, in a letter says: 
“T cannot think that the City and State of 
New York will be behind in the effort and en- 
thusiasm they owe to this grand enterprise, 
and I think that all that is neeessary to insure 
the hearty codperation of our people is to re- 
mind them of their duty in the premises.”’ 
Such other friends of the Fair as John 
Boyd Thacher, Gen. Palmer, Mr. Depew. 
and many others also will be there to remind 
them of their duties, and the latter, who re- 
cently went all over the grounds, will tell 
them what mighty strides Chicago has made 
im the work. Chicago itself will be well rep- 
resented at the dinner by W. T. Baker, Pres- 
ident of the local board; Luther Laflin Mills. 
Lyman J. Gage, E.T. Jeffery, whom it still 
claims, Col..George R. Davis, and George M. 
Pullman, and these gentlemen will leave 
nothing undone to assure the New-Yorkers 
that Chicago. has no feeling of prejudice in 
this matter, that it is nut puffed up because 
it is the World’s Fair locality, that it wants 
the codperation ofall the States, and that it 
particularly wants the help of New York. The 
Delmonico dinner should and undoubtedly 
will be a genuine love feast. It will bring 
about an era of good feeling and from now on 
Chicago and New York will work hand in 
hand in generous and friendly rivalry. As 
Mr.. Watterson recently said: ‘New York 
should come to Chicago determined to make 
the finest exhibit to be witnessed there. That 
would be @ revenge worthy of the richest 
and most populous State in the Union, and to 
hold the first place on the own ground of her 
rival would be a triumph without a 
single flaw.” Should New York score 
such a victory Chicago will not com- 
plain. If the Fair shall prove to be 
the greatest success in the record of the 
world’s exhibitions New York will share with 
Chicago in the glory of it. If it should prove 
otherwise New York wiil have to bear its 
share of the responsibility.

UNDER WHICH KING? | 
Some of the Philadelphia papers are en- 
gaged in the pleasant task of vying with each 


other in laudation of the iron industries. The 
Inquirer essays to prove that Pennsylvania is 


not losing ground relatively in productién, 
and the Press makes it out that not corn nor 
cotton but iron is the real king of the civilized 
world. It says the big corn crop of this year 
may be estimated as worth $700,000,000, and 
does not figure a second time except as pork 
or beef (or whisky?), while the cotton crop is 
worth $400,000,000, and in its finished con- 
dition may surpass the value of corn. On the 
other hand, the current output of pig iron ex- 
ceeds 10,000,000 tons per annum and to pro- 
duce it requires 40,000,000 tons of ore, lime, 


fuel, ete. Here are 50,000,000 tons of freight 


to begin with, while the cotton weighs only 
about 2,000,000 tons, and half the corn 28,000,- 
000. tons, that being about the proportion 
which is moved from the farm. There is thus 
a bie difference in favor of iron in regard to 
the amount of freight to be handled and the 
employment it gives to carriers. But that is 
not all. The iron is worked into a great num- 
ber of different shapes, much of it being 
transported again and again and furnishing 
employment to an immense number of work- 
ers. Then, after it has served its various uses 
for several years it returns as scrap iron or 
steel to be worked over again and sent out to 
consumers’ in addition to the new product 
evolved direct from the ore. 

Thus it may be estimated that in the ma- 
terial required for its production, and io its 
different shapes, including the final distribu- 
tion of i oy products, not less than 80,000,000 
tons reight are moved each year in the 
iron industries. In the amount of labor em- 
ployed directly and indirectly iron is the 
greatest of the three, “beyond comparison,” 
and in ite money value it is equally in ad- 
vance of all other industries. Iron and steel 
are also practically under the control of man, 
inasmuch as he can produce them at wil, and 
the supply is apt tu be regulated by some ref- 
erencée to the real or anticipated demand, but 
the production of corn and cotton depend on 
conditions which he does ndt govern. The 
weather has a great deal to do with determin- 
ing the yield of both, and no one can tell in 
advance to within a large percentage how 
much will reward the toil of the farmer. 
Hence while it may be said that man is more 
completely the master of iron t#an he is of 
corn or cotton, it is ndt certain that they are 
the lesser kings, since man is more. at their 
mercy or at that of the conditions which help 
to produce them than is the case with regard 
toiron. Furthermore, it should be remem- 
bered that while a shortness in the supply of 
iron would entail grave distress by the paral- 
ysis of numervus industries, it could be 
borne with leas of real suffering than a failure 
in the supply of the other two. The scripture 
puts food and raiment as the first two essen- 
tials to bodily comfort, and the statement 
holds good today-in spite of the fact that 
many radical changes have occurred since the 
last book in the Bible was written, 


CORNERING COTTON. 

It is reported from Washington that ‘certain 
Alliance officials have decided to issue a circu- 
lar. advising the Southern farmers to hold 
theircetton. It is alieged that by so doing 
they can obtain much higher prices for what 
they have left, and the most untrustworthy 
statements have been prepared to justify the 
claim that a big advance can be realized by 
following the advice. Itis asserted that the 
Alliance has been for several weeks engaged 
in gathering statistics of the crop and its 
movement, and has arrived at the conclusion 
that the total yield of this year in the United 
States was only 6,500,000 bales. This 1s 18 pes 
cent Id¢ss than the 7,700,000 bales estimated 
from the Washington returns wmch well-in- 
formed persons say is less than the fact, the 
crop being about 8,000,000. 

The New York Bulletin presents some fig- 
ures of the crop movement which clearly ex- 
pose the falsity of the Alliance statement, 
far as commercial statistics can indicate a 
duction. The quantity of cotton which has 
come into sight during the first three months 
of the current crop year is 4,781,017 bales, 
which would be 74 per cent of the total yield. 
But the percentaye for the same time last 
year was 48, and it has varied between 48 and 
57 in. the last eight years. The average 
for the eight is 62 per cent, which would 
give a crop for this year close to 9,200,000 
bales, so that the previous estimate of 8,000,- 
000 cannot be considered a large one. It is 
more likely to err in deficiency than in ex- 
cess. 

This raises the question, What motive could 
the Alliance officials have in such a gross mis- 
representation of the facts in the case? They 
must know their figures to be untrue if they 
have spent weeks in studying up the situation 
or they are utterly incompetent to handle it. 
A small modicum of sense is sufficient to en- 
able @ tnan to see that his clients could not 
possibly be benefited by being so outrageously 
misied, the quantity on hand being nearly 
four times that represented. They might 
“hold and hold,” but the trade being better 
posted would not bid the prices due to the 
smaller quantity, and when the holders got 
ready to sell the quotation would be beaten 
down by a weight they had not calculated on. 
The responsibility for such a course and the 
certainty of deep execration at the discovery 
of the facts are so great, that no man in his 


senses would be willing to face it without 


some great compensating advantage. But no 
one other than a speculator intensely inter- 
ested in bullying the, market could afford to 
pay the price for such 4 service. Surely the 
Alliance officials have not struck a bargain 
with the speculators whom they affect to re- 
gard as their worst enemies! Yet this very

is saying. The folks who risk their money in 
the purchase and sale of any commodity on 
an extensive scale generally take the trouble to 
post themselves in regard to the facta, and

The ex- 
citement is all the more intense among the 
Congregationalists, as he was one of the prin- 
cipal organizers of their creed in 1885. The 
correspondent says: “In some quarters I find 
the expectation that before long Dr. Abbott 
will so modify and explain away what he said 
that it will be robbed of its present signifi- 
cance. But if he sticks to his denial 
of the: divinity of Christ, then it is 
thought that his declaration must have a de- 

effect upon his relations with his 
church.”’ It is due to’Dr. Abbott to say that 
he denies the’ language as to the divinity of 
Christ. In an interview he says: 

In regard to Christ what I said was this: “ We 
believe ’—I said *“ we,” for I was sveaking for be- 
lievers in modern theology—“ We believe in the 
divinity of Jesus Christ. We believe that he is 
God manifest in the flesh. But our formula to 
express that is not ‘God and man,’ but ‘God in 
man.’”

Taz Lower House of the South Carolina 
Legislature has passed a drastic prohibitory 
bill, It provides that hquor shall be sold only 
upon a written reqrest, accompanied by the 
certificate of a reputable person that it is 
needed for medical purposes, and that it shall 
be sold only in certain quantities.

It is not hkely that the bill will become a 
law. The Senate is supposed to be anti-prohi- 
bitionist, but, even if it be not, the Governor 
of the State has declared against prohibition. 
Even in the House it was only passed by the 
vote of 40 to 34, fifty members being absent, 
these fifty evidently not wanting to vote 
for the bill but lackmg the courage to put 
themselves on record. Should the bill fail of 
passage, however, it will not be any loss to 
the people of the State..
